GENEVA (UPI) - Israel and 
Syria signed a formal agree­ 
ment today to separate their 
warring arm ies on the Golan 
Heights front.

Strike Cuts 
1600 Jobs 


EVANSVILLE, Ind. (UP!) - 
Evansville’s largest employer, 
Whirlpool Corp. .announced Wed­ 
nesday 1,000 jobs are being eli­ 
minated here because of a strike 
that is in its fourth month. 
Members of Local 806 of the 
International Union of Electri­ 
cal Workers have been on strike 
since Feb. 17 and company and 
union negotiators met in Indi­ 
anapolis last week with no 
agreement. Talks have not been 
resumed.

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YANKEE TRADER 
There was a lime when 
Americans, with 'their boundless 
energy and ‘'Yankee shrewd­ 
ness/1 took a back seat to no one 
when it came to trading. 
Under a government that 
didn’t too much get in the way, 
Yankee traders, in their tall 
“clipper ships," roamed the 
oceans and ports of the world 
carrying and seeking cargo. 
Loaded to the scuppers with 
produce of the world, every sail 
set, often beating into howling 
gales, 
unburdened 
with 
government restriction, they 
beat out their scandalized 
competitiors so often that it 
seemed a game they couldn’t 
lose. 
Trade was the name of the 
game, and “let competition rip” 
the motto. 
Things have changed, of 
course, 
but 
American 
businessmen are still pretty 
good 
traders, 
when 
the 
government stands out of the 
way. Unfortunately, that does 
not apply to Americans in 
government. The magnitude of 
American wealth given away 
via government - to - govern­ 
ment “deals’* in efforts to 
“buy1* friendship abroad is a 
national scandal and a huge 
Joke to the rest of the world. 
“Uncle Sam1* is now known 
the world over as “ Uncle 
Sucker.” 
The recent cancelling of a 13.2 
billion debt owed by Indian is a 
horrible case in point. 
In this respect, Mr. Nixon, his 
giveaway chief, Kissinger, and 
U.S. officialdom in general 
could learn a much needed 
lesson from the West Germans. 
Whereas U.S. wheat, for 
example, was 'Shipped to' Soviet 
Russia and Red China on long­ 
term U.S. taxpayer subsidized 
terms (debts which experience 
should tell us will never be 
paid), 
the 
West 
German 
'Government in Bonn is 'doing a 


o ró ' 


brisk business with the Soviets; 
terms, cash on the barreihebC 
According to a United Press 
International report, “Despite 
protracted Soviet pressure for 
low interest and subsidized 
credits, Bonn has stood firm to 
win one of the largest cash deals 
ever signed, with the 'Soviet 
Union.” 
In the transaction, con­ 
summated in late March, 
Moscow, after at first refusing, 
agreed to pay 1900' million in 
cash for a steel mill to' be built 
by the Germans near Kursk. 
West Germany , UPI noted, is 
the only non-Communist in­ 
dustrial nation which lacks an 
institution to provide state- 
subsidized credits, 
The Russins, in a ploy that 
probably would have worked 
with U.S. giveaway artists, had 
wanted the Germans to finance 
the project with credits bearing 
a S. 5 percent interest rate and 
repayable in future Russian iron 
and steel products. Bonn of­ 
ficials, no doubt with U.S. ex­ 
perience in mind, and with 
so me thing other than bone 
between their ears, refused 'the 
come-on, demanded cash, and 
Moscow changed its mind. 
“This was believed to be the 
first time the Soviets had agreed 
to pay cash for a project of this 
size1,” UPI commented. 
Commenting wryly, Joachim 
Jahnke, East European director 
of trade in Bonn’s Ministry of 
Economics, said: “We do not 
need an institution to provide 
subsidized credits to .Eastern 
Europe, as our trade picture is 
very healthy and growing 
steadily.”

cumulated some 1.2: was correct, 
It indicated the reason was his 
“hard-stand” against campus 
disorders, which in turn was 
correct but not complete. 
Indiana University recently 
awarded Whitcomb an honorary 
doctor of laws degree. He is 
attempting to build a World 
Trade Center in Indianapolis to 
serve mid-America, a much 
needed organization. 
Whitcomb wrote: “During the 
time I was in office, I made it a 
policy to not accept honorary 
degrees. I turned down three 
offers, and might have received 
more had word not gotten 
around that I was not accepting 
such honors.” 
The recent honor by his alma 
mater, long overdue, was a 
thrill. Those to be honored in­ 
cluding famous comedian Bob 
Hope, were invited to a private 
luncheon with their families 
prior to the ceremonies. It took 
Whitcomb’s mother, who at­ 
tended the ceremony, to bring 
the affair into perspective. 
Ed told me that during the 
affair, she turned to him and 
said: “I never thought I would 
see the day when I would sit 
down to the same table to lunch 
with Bob Hope.” 
Still another recent column 
concluded with the statement 
that “Republicans did not have 
an announced candidate for 
Treasurer.” This statement, 
even. in. light of almost two 
columns the week before 
devoted to the announcement 
that Randall C. Miller, Mayor of 
Michigan City, would seek the 
nomination.

It ap­ 
pears that Mrs. Jean Merritt 
will remain unopposed in 
seeking the GOP nomination as 
Auditor, and she has no fiscal 
background. 
Many believe she is the 
“token woman” on the slate, 
and. a fiscal background is not 
required. After all, Trudy Slaby 
Etherton came to the same job 
with

teaching 
background. Mrs. Merritt is 
receiving close support from 
Trudy’s brother, Ray Slaby, 
serving with Mrs. Merritt as an 
Associate Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. 
Youth is the name of the game 
in some elections this fall. The 
GOP 
nominee 
for 
state 
representative from the North 
Vernon area will be 21 just 
before the November election. 
The 
Indiana 
Constitution 
requires state representatives 
to be 21 while Senators must be 
25. 


Meanwhile, courts have been 
asked to decide if an 18-year old 
Johnson County youth can 
continue to serve as Justice of 
the Peace. Named to the job 
while 17, Marc L. Griffin won 
nomination in the primary 
election for a full term. He won 
all four White River precincts in 


the primary, defeating 44 year 
old Robert W. Condit. 
A suit has been venued to 
Shelby County, with a request 
for change of judge. Attorney 
General Theodore L. Sendak in 
an opinion, held the public office 
could not be held by anyone 
under 21, but his opinions are 
advisory in nature and not 
legally binding. 
The issue will be clouded by 
the Judicial amendment to the 
constitution paving the way to 
eliminate the office of Justice of 
the Peace, a move the General 
Assembly has failed to make.

The same 
reasoning would appear to 
apply to age, even though 'the 
office is not currently con­ 
stitutional. No limitations were 
imposed in the law extending 
the terms of office. 
Political Problems attract 
candidates like flies to honey. 
Incumbent Secretary of State 
Larry A. Conrad has had his 
problems, and is seeking 
renomination. The race has 
attracted the largest number of 
candidates to both parties. 
Three have announced to oppose 
him in his own party, while two 
Republicans seek the job, and 
there could be more. 
There' is time for opposition to 
develop in other races.

Prospects for sizable wheat 
larvests in Europe and the 
Soviet Union have improved 
because of good weather, the 
Agriculture Department says.

incertain in India. 
The fate of two-thirds of 
India’s crucial 1974 grain crop 
iepends on whether that nation 
gets good summer monsoon 
rains, a department report said 
Monday. Spring rains also will 
be “especially important” to 
China's food production this 
year, it added. 
A summary 
of expected 
harvests said rains in. late April 
and early May kept Western 
Europe’s 
winter 
grains 
in 
“generally good to excellent 
condition,” and also improved 
prospects in. Eastern Europe. 
The same was 'true in the 
southwestern 
Soviet 
Union, 
which previously had suffered a 
very dry winter and early 
spring. 
“Soil moisture is generally 
adequate to start summer and 
fall-harvest grains throughout 
the major producing areas of 
the USSR,” the report said. 
It predicted above-average 
wheat harvests throughout the 
Near East, except in Turkey, 
and reported that Canadian 
farmers planned to increase 
their wheat planting by 2 
million acres.

Wins Paycheck 
Most of the other players, 
bidding for 12:1 spots in. the 
Open—which begins June 13 at 
Mamaroneck, N.Y.—will have 
more practical things to gain 
when they play at 13 locations 
Monday and Tuesday. Every 
pro who qualifies, for the Open 
wins a paycheck. 
The biggest of qualifying test 
is scheduled Monday at Char­ 
lotte, N.C., where 93 players, 
including a large group of 
touring pros headed by Sam 
Snead, Gene Littler and Chi Chi 
Rodriguez, 
compete 
for 
45 
spots. 
Normally, Tatum's attention 
would 'be on. the qualifiers and 


on getting the Winged Foot 
course ready for the Open, but 
these days he's thinking more 
seriously about qualifying him­ 
self. 
“If somehow lightning struck, 
I’d get a great kick out of it,” 
he says. "I think anybody who 
has played the game as long 
and as hard as I have has to be 
a dreamer..”

owners have agreed to pick up 
these costs from June I to July 
15.” This “gesture” will cost 
the owners almost $60,000. 
Encouraging Sign 
In Washington, an NFLPA 
spokesman said the gesture 
was an “encouraging sign.” 
But it’s only 
a 
first 
step 
because the two sides are still 
far apart. 
"There were no 
major breakthroughs,” Thomp­ 
son said, “We’ve still got. a lot 
of tough bargaining ahead of 
us. We haven’t really gotten 
into the toughest issues yet.” 
The owners’ agreement to 
start paying the health insur­ 
ance premiums again will at 
least stop the two sides from 
hassling each other on that 
point. 
The 
owners 
had 
stopped 
paying the premiums because 
they said the contract had 
expired. The players insisted 
the 
owners 
had 
previously 
agreed to pay the premiums 
until the start of the 
1974 
season and. insisted they, were 
reneging on the agreement. 
The players had gone out and 
gotten 
their own 
insurance 
which was costing about $30 per 
player per month and the NFL 
owners will now pick up those 
premiums for six wreeks. 
In the meetings this week, Ed 
Garvey, the executive director 
of the NFLPA, Leonard Lind­ 
quist, the group’s labor counsel, 
and three players—Bill Curry, 
Kermit Alexander and Tom

—

players. 
Thompson, special consultant

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Paul Praises The Zeal 
Of The Thessalonians 


By ELISHA DOUGLASS 
This week we begin a series of 
lessons on the Epistles of Paul 
under the general title, “Letters 
to Young Churches,” These 
letters give us revealing insight 
into the life of early Christians 
and the problems they faced in 
m atters of faith and in their 
relations to each other and to 
the pagan world around them. 
Paul s letters are eloquent in the 
praise, exhortation, advice, and 
som.etim.es criticism which he 
conveys to the members of the 
churches 
The letters also 
clarify important points of 
doctrine. 
Christianity in Europe 
The First Epistle to the 


The Sunday School Lesson 
today 
is 
entitled, 
“ The 
Thessalonian 
W itness.” 
I 
Thessalonians 1. 


Thessalonians, which we study 
today, was composed at Corinth 
about 50 or 51 A D The story of 
how it came to be written starts 
with Paul’s decision to cross the 
Aegean Sea from Asia Minor to 
Thessalonica and thereby bring 
the gospel to Europe- a very 
m o m e n t o u s 
d e c i s i o n 
Thessalonica (today Salonika), 
was one of the great com­ 
mercial centers of the Roman 
Empire and because of its 
position on the Via Egnatia a 
Roman trunk road between the 
Aegean and the Adriatic Seas 
the gospel could spread to Rome 
and the cities of southern 
Greece. As one Biblical scholar 
has written, “The coming 
of 
C hristianity to Thessalonica 
was a crucial day in the making 
of Christianity into a world 
religion ” 
P au l's m issionary efforts 
were very successful in the city 
On three successive sabbaths he 
preached in the synagogue and 
made many converts, chiefly 
among 
Jew ish 
proselytes. 
Apparently he also made other 
appearances before Gentiles, 
for 
many of these became 
Christians as 
well. 
But 
he 
aroused the intense hostility of 
Jew ish leaders, as he had done 
elsewhere so often in the past, 
probably because of his in­ 
sistence that Christians were 


freed from the Jewish law. So 
dangerous did the antagonism 
against him become that friends 
were compelled to smuggle him 
out 
of 
the 
city 
at 
night. 
Thereafter he continued his 
journey 
Would The Faith Falter? 
But Paul w as anxious to follow7 
the course of the Christian 
movemen,t in Thessalonica. 
This 
would be a test case. 
Would 
the 
new 
converts 
maintain thefaithafter Paul was 
gone? Would they organize a 
church? Or would they lapse 
'back into their former religious 
practices under pressure from 
their opponents? Thessalonica 
was not only a center of Jewish 
influence but had two strong 
pagan cults as well -those of 
Dionysius 
and 
Orpheus, 
respectively. The rituals of the 
two were featured by sex orgies 
and extravagant ecstacies. 
Converts to Christianity from 
these cults would not only have 
to change their religion but their 
whole way of life as well. 
Converts from Judaism would 
suffer by being ostracized from 
the Jewish community. There 
was reason for Paul's tear for 
the 
future of the 
faith 
in 
Thessalonica. 
To ease his anxiety he sent 
Timothy back to the city to 
encourage the Christians there 
and bring him news of their 
situation. Fortunately Timothy 
returned with a very favorable 
report, and Paul in relief and 
thankfulness wrote the letter 
which we begin to study today. 
Praise From Paul 
The opening verses contain 
heartfelt praise for the new 
Christians. Although they had, 
“received the word in much 
affliction” and were still en­ 
during persecution, “the word 
of the Lord went forth from you 
like a trumpet, not only in 
Macedonia, but the story of your 
faith towards God has gone 
forth every place. . .’’ 
So m e t h i n g v e r y i m p o riant 
had happened. Christianity had 
proved that it had a dynamism 
an.d i ns pi r a t i on which en a bled i t 
to expand even when separated 
from its greatest preacher and 
su bject ed t o pe rsee ut ion, And 
equally im portant, it could 


contend successfully with the 
orgiastic pagan cults which 
seemed to offer so much in the 
way of sensual gratification. 
Finally, 
C hristianity 
was 
becoming much more than the 
radical Jewish sect from which 
it 
had 
originated, 
From. 
Thessalonica it was spreading 
to the Gentiles and was on its 
way to becoming the greatest 
force 
shaping 
w estern 
civilization. 
Historians have tended to 
ascribe its success to the doc­ 
trine of life after death, which 
offered so much comfort to the 
downtrodden of the world, and 
to the transcendent moral and 
ethical system which it had, 
inherited from Judaism. These 
factors are relevant but cannot 
by 
them.sel ves 
explain 
C hristianity’s success. Paul 
believed, and many would 
agree, that it was the work of 
the Holy Spirit.

In Spain, for many years the 
question has been whether the 
regime of Generalissimo Fran­ 
cisco Franco could perpetuate 
itself after the generalissimo’s 
passing. The sudden fall of the 
Portuguese dictatorship and the 
rise of a regime dedicated to 
democracy 
has 
matte 
the 
question all the more pressing. 
For 35 years Spanish flanks 
had been protected on the east 
by the Mediterranean and on 
the 
west 
by 
the 
friendly 
Portuguese dictatorship first of 
Premier Antonio Salazar and 
then of Marcello Caetano. 
Now the flank from Por­ 
tugal’s side suddenly is exposed 
to the infiltration of people and 
ideas decidedly unwelcome both 
to Franco and to the hard-core 
of 
his 
old 
Falangists 
who 
oppose any relaxation of the 
government’s 
authoritarian 
role. 
Pressures For Change 
It 
thus 
joins 
the 
Basque 
provinces of the north whose 
stubborn demands for autono­ 
my long have been a thorn in 
the side of the Franco regime, 
and whose close relations with 
the Basque provinces in France 
on 
the 
other 
side 
of 
the 
Pyranees mountains also have 
provided easy access to infil­ 
trators. 
Even without the new strains 
brought on by the fall of the 
Caetano government in Lisbon, 
pressures for change have been 
mounting in Franco Spain. 
One source has 
been 
the 
gradually failing energies of 
Franco himself and the passing 
of authority to men without his 
qualities of leadership. 
An unexpected strain was the 
assassination last Dec. 20 of 
Prime Minister Luis Carrero 
Blanco upon whom Franco had 
counted as a strong man to 
bridge his own departure and 
the restoration of the monarchy 
under Prince Juan Carlos of 
Bourbon. 
In his place Franco named 
Carlos Arias Navarro, a law- 
and-order 
administrator who 
had served eight years as chief 
of the Spanish security police. 
Within weeks, Arias stepped 
up political arrests — some 
sources said 350, others said 
many more—and touched off a 


major confrontation with the 
Catholic Church. 
Under House Arrest 
He placed under house arrest 
and attem pted the expulsion 
from Spain of Bishop Antonio 
Anoveros 
of Bilbao for his 
approval of a sermon urging 
greater cultural freedom for 
the Basques and other ethnic 
groups in Spain. 
The Vatican backed Bishop 
Anoveros and, after interven 
tion by Franco, Arias had to 
back down. 
It was a humiliating defeat 
for the new government. 
In what seemed a paradox, 
, the Arias regime had permitted 
remarkable coverage of events 
in Portugal, both in the press 
and on television. 
Spaniards, for the first time 
in memory of most, witnessed a 
revolution in progress and it 
immediately 
became Spain’s 
number one topic of conversa­ 
tion. 
The ferment has not yet 
subsided and it seems certain 
that developments in Lisbon 
will have a profound effect 
upon events in Madrid. 
If the Portuguese government 
is 
able 
to 
carry 
out 
its 
democratic ideals without new 
violence, it is certain to give 
encouragement 
to those de­ 
manding liberalization in Spain. 
It could lead to Portuguese 
membership in the European 
common market, which also is 
a Spanish goal. Portugal tied 
closer to Europe even could 
affect the future of American 
military bases in Spain.
